j Starch, which constitutes the hulk 
i of our cereal grains, consists of glob. 

ules or grains and heat must bo ap. 
j plied to hurst them. It has been 
j maintained by high authority that to 
render starchy substances digestible 
they must he cookod to break or crack 
tho grain. It is well known that 
starch Will not dissolve in cold water, 
and it is evident thnt the grains con¬ 
taining the largest proportion of starch 
will bo in better condition by cooking; 
grains of this description are those 
most used for fattening pigs. Corn- 
meal, which contains about B4 per 
cent, of starch, is liable to be more 
than double in hulk w hen cooked, on 
account of the bursting of the grains, 
which cause it to swell, and it has 
been regarded by some :as valuable 
hulk for bulk, as it was before the 
cooking. Actual tests have conclu¬ 
sively shown that pigs fatten morn 
quickly on cookod meal than that fed 
in its raw state. According to Stewart, 
the general feeder may reach, with run- 
corn, eight pounds; with raw meal, 10 
pounds; with boiled corn, 12 pounds; 
and with boiled meal, 15 pounds of 
live weight of pork per bushel. Muc h 
of tho difference between boiled corn 
and meal is accounted for by tho fact 
| that the corn is not boiled long enough 
tn hurst, the kernel and break all tho 
starch grains. Heat acts more rapidly 
and effectually upon tho starch grains 
alter tho tough skin of corn is broken 
and ground to powder.— Farmer's He -

‘ oinmon than is supposed. In such a 
case tho most soothing remedies should 
1 Iw used, as raw linseed oil, to cover the 
inflamed membranes and to remove 
without irritation tho injurious con¬ 
tents of tho bowels. Liu seed or out- 
1 meal gruel, well boiled infusion of 
I slippery elm bark, and other similar 
gentle, gummy and soothing drinks, 
i aud rust for tho stomach, aro butter 
than drugs of any kind, 
i In cases of injuries to horses, the 
! popular applications are not only use* 
! less and cruel, but do serious damage 
in preventing tho usmd natural leal- 
I ing process. Ami it is the sumo with 
| inflammatory diseases of tho feet ami 
I joints, ('oinmon remedies—^so-called-- 
are of the most corrosive and irritating 
i kind, whilo on the contrary tho irrita¬ 
tion and tenderne-is should be mollified 
by cold water dressings until they 
have been removed, wheu reasonably 
1 stimulating applications are useful, 
swellings from injuries on the legs, 
cuts, bruises, spavins and ringbone , 
and other frequent horse troubles, 
should all he thus treated, and for the 
1 first three will he all that are required 
along with rest; for the latter, some 
more active treatment inav be neces¬ 
sary, but no owner of u horso should 
use a blister for these complaints when 
there is any inflammation remaining

A lteniarkuble Inc dcuf. 

\Y« can vouch for the accuracy of 
the following very unusual circum¬ 
stance.

It is proposed by scientists to em¬ 
ploy. ns n source of emergency power 
f<»r ships of war, furnaces into which 
pot role urn is sprayed along with su¬ 
perheated steam and hot air. 

W. J. Knowles lmi exhibit oil to tho 
London Anthropological Institute a 
chipped Hint implement which he 
found in undisturbed bowlder clay in 
Ireland, and which lie therefore re- 
gnrds as evi !ence of the existence of 
man in the glacial period. 

Tho judicious planting of eucalyptus 
trees has been recommended by Baron 
Von Mueller as a means of increasing 
and maintaining tho water-supply of 
Austria. Thesa trees—known also as 
tho “blue gum” trees—are credited 
with remarkable powers of collecting 
and absorbing water, an I of condens¬ 
ing into water the moisture in tho air. 

After a careful weighing of all 
available evidence. Prof. Attfield, F. 
It. S., concludes that there is not the 
faintest cause for alarm concerning 
the occurrence of tin, lead, or any 
other metal in canned food. When 
injury lias resulted from tho eating of 
such food, it has probably been due to 
unsoundness of tho food and not to 
poison derived from the can. 

Naturalists have long known of 
carnivorous plants that entrap insects. 
It is now stated, on the authority ol 
Prof. Baird, that a bladdcrwort which 
has hitherto been carefully introduced 
into the Government's carp ponda ; R 
food for the fish, has very curiously 
turned out to b« a fish-eating plant, 
devouring tho very animals which 
were expected to feel upon it. 

Writing to a German newspaper, 
victim of Daltoninnism, or color blind¬ 
ness, protests against the tendency tn 
tho exclusion of tho so-called color 
blind from lives of activity in which 
tho recognition of color is an element 
He declares that, although tho aensa. 
turns aro different, persons afflicted 
with Dultonianism possess a distinct 
recognition of the different bands of 
the spectrum, nnd are consequently as 
capable of distinguishing color signals 
fmii each other as persons with nor¬ 
mal vision.

; or screwed to a stout p st, which is 
; driven into the ground bv the roadside, 
i so that the “corpse-board” stauds up. 
right till the post rots, and allows it to 
fall, when it crumbles neglected intc 
! the soil. The entrance to a village D 
! th tough an avenue of these horribh 
memorials. Sometimes, however, thev 
' are planted in the depth of the wood 
where roads fork—beside luero paths 
in the most lonesome spots. As they 
advance iu age, they decline more and 
wore from the perpendicular and lurch 
to right and left. In the evening 
gloaming, the appearance of a row oi 
( these is just that of a line of tipsy 
soldiers. This effect is enhanced by 
the peculiarity of their ornamenta¬ 
tions. At the head, under the weather¬ 
board. where rested the head of tin 
corpse, is painted a round white disk, 
which U adorned wijh figures of the 
Virgin and a saint in tho sky, or tin 
Trinity, and iu the middle is the de 
ceased, kneeling very upright, in hi- 
host Sunday clothes. Another variety 
is a clock-face with the b inds pointing 
to the hour of death. Further down 
is a tablet, or u pair of tables, on 
which are inscribed tho name, age, aud 
merits uf the departed, and sonn 
verses of more or less originality auu 
merit .—CoruhiU Mayiuint.

J believe that reorganixation is necessary hi 
order to save onr Association from the fate 
of many other* of a similar nature; and 
therefore I beg to offer some ,»f the result * 
of my own llioiiglu on the subject. 

The present admission fee is becoming n 
(lead letter chiefly from the ease with 
which tickets can Im* procured l>v persons 
not members of the Association; and it 
seems to me better that a |h rsnn who has 
attended the Weymouth High School for a 
given lime, say one or two ye.iis should 
became, by virtue of that attendance, a 
member of our A** cta'.ion. 

In regard hi the annua) assessment it 
would seem best to Mel well enough alone,’ 
.'•ach person paying the assessment to be 
entitled, as at present, to a ticket admitting 
two to tile ICIIIlloil. 

It seems to m* absolutely necessary to 
the success of our meetings as Reunions 
and to the preservation of the “esprit de 
corps" of on; Association that attendance 
at tin»c meetings he limited to members 
and their special friends. I say this with 
no personal reference, but because I am 
convinced that the great secret of the suc¬ 
cess and Interest of college reunions is that 
thro’ the ti#aue of the day’s enjoyments 
runs the golden thread of the fellowship 
and (ilia) regard foi Alma Mater which ex¬ 
ists in every heart. And such a feeling 
among our members would do more for 
our reunions socially and tinaiicially than 
anything else. 

Consideration of the matter only serves 
to strengthen my conviction of the excel¬ 
lence of an idea fit st suggested tome by 
the vice president, ami 1 wish to give it 
n»y hearty endorsement. It. is very desira¬ 
ble that :i register should be made of all 
persons who were ever members of the 
Weymouth High School ami each year in¬ 
creases the labor of preparing such a rec¬ 
ord. I have llo doubt that the necessary 
material for the work can now be found at 
the office of the Secretary of the State 
Board of Education at the Slate House, 
ami its preparation would not be a matter 
of many days at the presold time. 

Some one could probably be found to do 
it provided his expenses were paid. 

When once prepared, tIris register would 
be easily kept in order anil for this purpose 
1 would add to the list of officers a Regis¬ 
trar whose duty each year would be to en¬ 
ter natiiex of lh»)*e becoming members and 
to record deaths and other important mat¬ 
ters; also to report at each reunion on 
deaths dating the year just closed. 

Besides its IniuiiMliatu value to the nsso 
cintiou, the genealogical value of a well 
kept register of this sort would, in the fu¬ 
ture, be inestimable, as suggested hy the 
vice president from his own experience. 

1 have thus tried to suggest some chan¬ 
ges in our present organization which I 
doubt not would much improve the status 
• f this Association r that they are the best 
things to lie done, or that still greater im¬ 
provements may let be made, I am hy no 
means certain. But if anything I have 
said shall serve to excite your interest and 
to draw out expressions of your feeling in 
ti»is matter and your criticisms, to regener¬ 
ation and increased usefulness of the Wey¬ 
mouth High .School Association, my choice 
of tills subject for the address expected ot 
me will have been abundantly justified.

Thus tiiediLm- 
lug it were well if a sitav l«'f»f from the pa¬ 
ges of our immortal Ie>ngfellow might drop 
•l our feet ami the questitui would he easi¬ 
ly answered. Speaking to the Intelllgencf 
of men and women, a*one who had search¬ 
ed diligently regarding tintprnldeinsof life, 
he breathes forth the Inspiiatlon of his ob 
servatlons. 

“Life Is real! life is earnest/ 

And the grave is not Its goal. 

Lives of great men all remind us 

We ran tnak*’ our lives suhllnre, 

And, departing leave behind us 

Footprints on the sands of time. 

Footprints thst perhaps another 

Sailing o’er life's solemn main, 

A forlorn and shipwrecked brother 

Seeing shall take lit-hit again." 

Many of ns here lomighlare in the vigor 
of youth, and the larger part of life's pan¬ 
orama is as yet unseen, while others have 
had years of active participation on the 
hr.»ad arena, w ith more or less of success¬ 
ful achievements. The youth of to-day 
goes out Into the world better equipped in 
scientific knowledge and mental machinery 
than In the daysofotir fathers. At the 
beginning of Revolutionary war there were 
hut nine colleges In the colonies, while at 
present there are 417 Institutions that puss 
by the name of college or tinivetsity, while 

• he high and common schools open their 
broad arms In every community as the 
agents of an advanced civilisation. Two 
thirds uf the graduates of the high schools 

• *f the land are young women, and they 
come forth with a better education and In¬ 
formation than were given In the English | 
Universities of the l£ih century. It is not 
given ft* nil of us to drink the most satisfac¬ 
tory draughts at the fountain of human 
wisdom, but all can drink at least a tuoder* 
ate quantity. "Who does tho best his cir¬ 
cumstances allows, does well, acts nobly, 
angels could do no more.” It is left f ( -r 
the ambitions youth to tise above bis stir* 
roundings, and armed with courage, lofty 
inspirations and common sense, to push on 
to high attainments. The man who steps 
aside from the beaten track and marks out 
some more direct and better path In the 
line of human progress is apt to live longest 
iti the memory of mankind. The lm\ or 
girl who struggles against adverse circum¬ 
stances, who gathers strength fn.ni the 
fierceness of the conflict, and at Iasi reach¬ 
es the pinacle of fame is more apt to stamp 
In* imprint on the face of history than one 
who is born in the lap of luxury, and has 
♦•very help aud encouragement in life. 

Franklin w as born a poor hoy, he learned 
the printer's trade and all the time w as a 
close student of the Imoks available for 
purposes of education. He Soon became 
famous for discovering the identity of 
lightning and electricity, afterwards gain¬ 
ing fame as one of the signers of the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence uml Minister to 
France. At his dtaili he was Rpoken of as 
"the sage whom two worlds claim as their 
"wn”atid as having “snatched the light¬ 
ning from the skies aud the sceptre from 
tyrants.” Patrick Henry till he was 
years old failed ill everything lie under¬ 
took, hut then, as the champion in the 
cause of liberty, with one bound, sprang 
5 nto the first ranks of American oratory. 
Abraham Lincoln was “'be most remarka¬ 
ble product of the possibilities of A tun lean 
life. Born in a Kentucky big cabin, he 
succeeded with few opportunities for edu¬ 
cation. and by sheer perseverance and de¬ 
termination, in making himself a land sur¬ 
veyor, lawyer, politician, uud president. 
His simplicity and rugged honesty endear¬ 
ed him to the hearts of the people and 
when, after his hand had lifted the chains 
from the necks of four million blacks and 
he saw the bloody chasm of civil strife 
closing behind him, the saviour of the na¬ 
tion was stricken by the foul hand of the 
assassin, a nation was in tears, and patri¬ 
otic hands placed the garland of victory 
upon his noble brow. Daniel Webster had 
his birth among the rugged bills and for¬ 
ests of New Ilaiiipshire. and was sent by 
his father at a considerable sacrifice, to the 
neighboring academy, where tin* young 
Daniel thst came in contact with the out¬ 
side world. So delicate wa- lie ns a child 
that there was little to foreshadow the iron 
constitution that was in him. Graduating 
at Dartmouth when nineteen years of age 
lie entered the law. at thirty one was elect¬ 
ed to Congress, later became senator, sec¬ 
retary of state, and was twice an unsuc¬ 
cessful candidate for Ihe presidency. As a 
statesman, orator, and lawyer, lie was one 
of the greatest men our country lias ever 
produced. .John Gueenleaf Whittier, till 
ho was eighteen, worked on a farm and at 
shoemaking, and Ids only early advantages 
for study were acquired in two years at a 
local academy. Alt earnest champion of 
tin* anti-slavery cause he performed illus¬ 
trious service with his voice and pen. ami 
bi< poems were one of the most powerful 
aid* in the overthrow • f slavery, anti the 
honest tpiaker poet still lives, an honor to 
the land that gave him birth. 

These names are only a few of the many 
familiar examples in our history of success 
and fame won after hard fought battles 
with obstacles and discouragements. The 
century now past has been one of political 
and military power while that upon w hich 
we have just entered is to be one of moral 
and scienlitic growth. The iniliun hero 
is apt to receive the plaudits of mankind in 
greater measure than the man why maki s 
ids mark in the walks of civil life. Hence 
it may be that the illustrious examples of 
the past will stand out more conspicuous¬ 
ly mi t!ie page of history than will the 
scholar, statesman, and philanthropist of 
our own day. There can be irut heroism 
today however just as grand, just as lofty 
as that which was born in the stirring tiuo * 
of our country's early growth. 1'opnlar 
Imagination and poetic fancy often pier tire 
the model hero as dashing into the thickest 
of tbi* light, battling with the elements, 
without regard lot bis own fate, uml we 
j listIv hold such in Ihe highest regard. 
But heroism is also deliimd as. "the self- 
devotion of genius manifesting ilseif in ac¬ 
tion,” "bearing up uo> 1) under trials, dan¬ 
gers ami bufferings,” or "a noble devotion 
to some great cause.” After the lapse of 
centuries how familiar today is the story 
of Leonidas and bis brave little hand of 
Spartans, anil how our hearts warm with 
admirultuii as we see Mmi »iiildiorn!\ re. 
sisting the Persian forces at Thermopylae. 
Xerxes sends bim the promise that he will 
he made king of Greece if he will but lay 
down his arms. "Let bim cotue and take 
them” is the answer that is returned to 
the Persian king and then Leonidas ad¬ 
dresses himself to his unflinching followers 
tolling them that their action will be known 
from the Mesienian Hills to the Hellespont 
ami will make Greece fertile In heroes, and 
furnish an inspiration for men of all future 
ages. Thus does the fire of patriotism 
burn within the heart of every lover of his 
country. Socrates is accused of being a 
vain babbler, a corrupter of youth ami a 
setter forth of strange gods, and is con¬ 
demned to death by a hostile liibunnl of 
more than live hundred ctu/.eii# of Athens. 
Yet he calmly bids farewell to the judges, 
and after iLhty days in prison, one evening 
while the sunset hues wetc fading on the 
top of the Athenian hill*, be drank the 
cup of fatal hemlock, while his Immovable 
countenance testified !•» his sublime cour¬ 
age in the f ace of death. Washington per¬ 
formed heroic service in the Held, but 
there were the Franklin", lb" Adamses, 
the Hancocks, the Jefferson*, who were at 
I the helm of the ship of state steering her 
into a secure harbor. It wa* < >n*utial to 
i victory in our late civil war that such men 
a* (irant, .Sherman ami Sheridan should be 
i at the bead of our aiinics. yet tin service 
. rendered by Lincoln. Suiunvt ami A' Irew 
was none ihe le*s illustrious, none the less 
l.cro.r. N’T call mail claim i i the c.-uia^e 
there is in the world, for it n> still an open 
question, whether man has more natutal 
I couiagc titan woiuam It has been ob*. r- 
i ved in steamboat * disaster*, w hen tin-re i* 

; apparently unlv a f»- * planks betu. .-n her 
and eleiiiily, she behaves much cooler than 
I man, to Ik- account ul for, as soiue have 
i said, because she has fewer sins to answer 
| for In another world. \Ye have only to 
! study the life of Florence Nightingale, aa 
she goes tlirough the hospitals of Europe 
on In-r errands of merrv, ami turn to the 
j record of the self sacrificing devotion per- 
i formed by the women ”1 America on our 
own battle Held', in behalf of Woiimb'd and 
dying Soldier*, and We lilid a type of hero- 
ism, pure and immortal, shining with a lus- 
i ire undimtUed by conlraal with the bet’ o 
I deeds of atieient knight or modem soldier.

the state." But there Is a tendency among 
educated men at the present time to neglect 
the affairs of stale and nlve theinselvrsover 
to lives of ease and indifference, ever be¬ 
ing ready to excuse th«ni»eive* by sajing 
that politics are corrupt and they do not 
c.tre to pollute themselves by contact there¬ 
with. To be a professional wire puller, 
and drive bargains in an uuderliaiidid 'tay 
wuh party candidates, making this a humus 
of livelihood o disreputable, and disgust 
lug it may lie to the tuan of Itigh moral 
ideas; but to be Interested in the science 
of government, which Is the true definition 
of politics, to take an active part in shap¬ 
ing the legislation of the state and nation, 
to lie interested in parties and candidates, 
and above all to exercise at all times the 
rUht of suffrage, Is not only the high priv¬ 
ilege but the sacred duty of every American 
citizen. The man who tees dark spots 
••pm our slate or national escutcheon and 
will not take paMa to help erase them fas 
no right to stand one side and criticise, 
and the citizen who holds himself entirely 
aloof from politics and public Affairs cau- 
not justly find fault If the reins of power 
are handled by corrupt and unworthy nu n. 
When the places of honor and emolument 
become disgraceful because of abuse and 
•'"Piuplion, it rests with tin* lovers of good 
older and morality to rise in their might 
and overthrow them. The tlesito to enter 
public life ami deserve well of our fellow 
men is an honorable and even laudable 
ambition, and nowhere is there such en¬ 
couragement for the ambitious young man 
as in our own free ami enlightened repub¬ 
lic. President Garfield, who was so loud 
of referring to the possibilities of Ameri¬ 
can youth, once said: From the genius of 
•ui Government, the pathway to lioiiotable 
distinction lies open to all. No post of 
honor so high but the poorest boy may 
hope to reach it. It is the pride of every 
American that many cherished names at 
whose mention our hearts beat with a 
quicker bound, were once worn by the 
sms of poverty, w ho conquered obscurity 
and became Hard stars in our firmament. 
The ingenious youth fresh from school or 
college, who has warmed with enthusiasm 
us lie translated the history of ancient 
Greece and Rome, aud admired the states¬ 
manship of those early days, lias no light 
to neglect tbi- duties of u citizen m nne of 
the fieest and grandest republics of which 
history has any record. The various rounds 
of the social and political ladder are ever 
ready for our climbing and honor and dis¬ 
tinction beckon to us from the summit, 
and there will he need ill the future for 
••ten of broad cx{h*i ience, unquestioned 
“bilily ami keen intellect to grapple with 
the gieat questions of labor and capital, 
currency, mi iff and civil service, as well us 
plans for the amelioration of the musses. 
All these will give a chance for the exer¬ 
cise of the best learning, judgment ami 
common sense combined. The young man 
today fresh from the classic halls of learn¬ 
ing, must also observe closely the temper 
•d urn, must in a certain sense place liim- 
v if on a level with the common people if 
be would gain power or influence h: the 
world. Gov. Andrew , than w hom no other 
Massachusetts man is held in more loving 
regard, once said that "ht was never mean 
enough to despise any man because he was 
poor, because he was ignorant or because 
he was black.” A man may lie poor, low 
down it may he in society, ami yet he after 
all the very soul of honor. The boy whom 
you meet on the street, with plain and per¬ 
haps ragged clothes may be the judge, con- 
gressinaii, or senator »»t tomorrow. There 
is no limit to the possibilities of that youth 
in this highly favored land, w ho has ambi¬ 
tion, high veracity, moral courage and in¬ 
domitable will. No man whom fortune 
lias favored with a liberal education i* ju>- 
titied in looking with scorn upon his less 
tor lunate, brother, who although deiieient 
in knowledge may be possessed of that 
homely practical common sense so necessa¬ 
ry to the affairs of everyday life. "The 

* >n of toil, from whose very much your 
delicacy flu inks may have a heart vvMiin, 
which compared with yours is puiity itself. 
Beneath the soiled garmei is he m ars may 
he found the clean raiment of charity and 
honor." \N e also need today mote of lirm- 
hr*.* and self control.

The new Masonu Hcilihnu 
I s situated on Broad Street, East 
Weymouth, on a site sufficiently eleva¬ 
ted to give it a commanding aspect, 
and is of ample proportions lor tlie use 
• •t tlie bodies that now hold their meet¬ 
ings in its beautifully finished and fur¬ 
nished halls. The front of the structure 
is U7 feet 7 inches w ill**, with a project¬ 
ing portico i» by in feet, with three 
steps, and surrounded with railing. 
Depth of building, 52 feet; height of 
posts, :;o leet; total height from foun¬ 
dation to turret, 50 feet. The building 
has thirteen gables, and a great deal ol 
labor has been expended upon tlie eon* 
struction of tlie roof, which is freely 
broken up with projections and sur- 
luotuitiiigs of the (jiiccn Anne style. 
The trusses which support it weighed 
tvv*» tons each, ami every timber is se¬ 
cured in ill*- strongest manner. A 
thorough system of ventilation lias 
been adopted, apertures 111 th** roof be¬ 
ing opened or closed by cords worked 
from below, and air shafts inserted in 
the side of the building and connecting 
with the halls, to govern the tempera¬ 
ture in the apartments.
